I ert L. Moorehead, Republican, from 
Indianapolis, a world war colonel and 
now a publishing house editor, pro- 
vides that persons convicted of carry- 
ing firearms 
while committing a 


felony shall be whipped with a cat-o'- 
nine tails, in addition to the regular 
penalty for the felony. The original 
bill provided that the whipping- be 
done by the prison warden. ' Senator 
Glenn R, Slenker, Republican, urged 
adoption of the amendment, sarcasti- 
cally saying: 


"It seems wrong that the punish- 


ment should be inflicted behind pri- 
son walls. Naturally such an event 
would draw a large crowd of specta- 
tors, and since most of the crime is 
committed by the younger element, a 
great number of them would come to 
see the whipping, and I believe it
